It -is velicved there 
hardly. ever was a book of the fame fize and variety 
of matter,)which has not undergone more alcera- 
tions ina new edition, The book coniilts of no 
les than two thoufand pages ; yet there ts aot half 
a theet of new matter altogether ; the whole being

There are even many fheets on which there is not 
2 fingle alteration. If the author or printer of a 
book has fallen into any errors, it is his duty to 
corre& them; and inftead of making a property of 
his errors, he ought rather to apologize for them. 
But, agreeably to the purfuers argument, the more 
inaccurately an author wrote, or a printer publiihed, 
the better title he had to a prolongation ef his copy- 
right. [his would be giving encouragement to in- 
accuracy and ignorance ; it would be creating a mo- 
nopoly in favour of blunders.

In Murray’s edition 
of Gray’s Poems, there were three or four New 
Poems, that were never formerly publithed. Thefe, 
though fhort, might be confidered as fo many” di- 
ftins& books, and might be entered in Stationers 
Hall accordingly. Had Newton or Gray only made 
a few alterations in the words or lines of their own 
works a new property would not have been thereby 
created. 

It was alked by the purfuers, Where is the line 
to be drawn? and how is it to be afcertained what 
alterations or additions fhall, or not, bé confidered 
as a new property? This is not fo difficult a mat- 
ter as the purfuers contend, ‘* The author of a book 
or books” to whom the exclufive right is given by 
itatuce, is he who has compofed the principal part 
of that book or volume; not the corrector of a 
comma or word, or the writer even of a few notes, 
The penalties are given for every /heet ; but not for 
words, lines, or fentences. Any thing lefs than a 
Sheet is fu, pofed to be beneath the notice of the Le- 
giflature. 

But, according to the purfuers argument, the 
printing a fingle line, or word, or letter, or comma, 
is the fame as printing a whole theet of original mat- 
ter, and -will fubjeét to the fame penalty, even tho” 
it may be only a neceflary correétion of a blunder 
either of the author or printer. Authors now will 
never print errata or corrigenda at the end of 
their works ; they will keep them in petto till a new 
edition of their book becomes neceflary, when, by 
making thefe correétions in their proper places, they 
will acquire a new property in their whole work. 

The importance of thefe alterations and correc- 
tions of Blackftone will beft appear from the au- 
thor’s own contraét with the purfuers. He there 
takes them bound, that for every fuch altered edi- 
tion they fhall give him a number of copies, not ¢x- 
ceeding ten, which might colt the purfuers about /ix 
or eight pounds ; but which copies, in the prefent 
cafe, he could never afk, as he died long before the 
publication ; fo that the purfuers have all thefe al- 
terations for xothing, by which they with to coniti 
tute a property to themfelves of at lealt a thoufand 
pounds. he priority of fale is more than an in- 
demnification ro any author for making any altera- 
tions of this fort.
